Soldiers Were Worn Out But Fought 


With Exemplary Bravery—Ameil 
can 
Grit 
Surmounted 
Many 


Obstacles—Spaniards

Soldiers But Cubans Are Cowards 
Frauk Nlckoreon, a former resident 


of Janesvillo, and whoso relatives still 
live here, is a sergeant in Oo. F, Sixth 
Cavalry Borflmcnt of Gen. Sumnar'a 
brigade, at present a part of tho f jrco 
occupying Santiago. 
In a letter re- 


cently received Sergeant Ntckerson 
details some of tho iccidentu of tho in- 
vestment of tbo Cuban stronghold. 
"On .the first of July," ho wrltco, 
"we formed a line of attack on a small 
town. The infantry took tbe town. 
Wo fought our way through a jungle 
of vines and tress, wire fences and 
swamp to the foot of two hills. 
Oa 


these hills the Spanish had earthworks 
and block houses, and some cannons, 
and they gave us a heavy tiro all the 
way. 
Wo charged tbe first bill with 


out a bayonet, and nothing but our 
rities drove the Spanish from their pits 
and block bouses, then over an open 
piece of ground, when we cut them 
down by a steady fire from tbo hill wo 
had taken. They wore 
reluforcfd 


from Santiago and tried to hold tho 


• next hill, bjt we went over tho open- 


ing and up tho hill In tho face of a fire 
from moro pits and 
larger block 


bouses, and drove tnem from this bill 
into Santiago. 
Wo were tired out, 


but not fought out; our officers would 
let UB go no further, so we held the 
hill with tbo Spanish trying to take it 
time and time again, until nlgnt emeu 
on and tho firing stopped. 
\Vo buried 


our dead and thi dead Spanish Inside 
of our lines, dog trenches aad stood 
picket, for there was no sleep that 
night.

The next morning at daylight it 


started again/ A battery bad come 
up during tho night and took a place 
just in rear of our earthworks and it 
opened up on the block-houses in our 
front. It wgs answered by a battery 
from the Spanish and a hot fire from 
• the sharp-shooters frox tho trees and 
heavy fire from tbe blook-houses and 
Spanish earth-works. For a Mme tbe 
fire was a rain of lead and shell, tbe 
shells just passing the earth-works wo 
were In • and falling on our guns 
They 
drove our battery 
from this 


hill with heavy loss. 
Wo did not 


. lose many in our trenches as we kept 


up a steady fire all tbe forenoon—lost 
a man now and then. At.noon the fir- 
it g stopped and all was still until 
some tlmo dnrkg tbe night, when 
they drove our picket and tried to 
take tbe hill again. 
Wo wore Bleep- 


log in the trenches with a heavy 
guard out. We waited until we could 
tee them coming up the bill and then 
let thrm know we wcro not asleep, 
and from the : smell that came from 
onr front we must have killed many; 
-some -we could see, but the brush 


covered most of 
them. 
We heard 


that there wcro 800 Spaniards killed 
that night around 
the • whole line; 


bow many in our front we do not 


; know. I am telling what I saw and 
'• what happened where 
our brig-ado 


was. 
We are Sumner's brigade so 


the newspapeis will tell yon more 
than I can. 
Barb-wiro fences are 


onr worst enemy and this place la full 
ot them. There is one every hundred 
yards between where tbo fight started 
and Santiago, without saying any- 
thing of the cactus and thorn trees 
that stop us in our advance. 
They 


bold their fire until we are stuck in 
the fence and then fire volleys at us 
while we are getting through. 


American Grit Will Win. 


There is no doubt about American 


grit. There is no ration on earth, no 
soldiers ever lived that ever charged 
on earth-works without a bayonet, un- 
til Sumner's brigade took those hills. 


We are all cut more or less by barb 


wire, for we tore through fonr fences 
the first day, and it was death to stop. 
It was go one way or the other, and 
we never thought of turning back,but 
tora through, leaving the dead and 
wounded, and our clothing hanging on 
fences, while we swept up the hill in 
one mad rush over tbe pits and killed 
the Spanish in the ditches. 


We catch spies every day; some are 


taken to the rear under strong guard 
but many are shot before taken. 


The Spanish have, plenty nf oorve, 


and many of them stayed in tbe trees 
and shot our offlosra as we passed un- 
der, knowing they would be seen and 
killed as soon as they fired a shot. As 
soon »« tuey were seen they would 
fight, filing and killing as many as 
'.ney oould until they fell out of their 


nests dead. We did not take many; A| I

Wo got their flag; a man In m

Wo tried t 
hit the mule, but tho oannon-box BBV 
ed him. Wo shot every gunner an 
tbo driver. 1'hero was no man loft 
but the old mulo lit out for Banting 
and took tho gun with it in spite of t» 
heavy tiro that wo sent after it. W 
had to laugh to a- e tbe mule go, 


SpiinlurdH Shoot Well. 


Tho Spaniards are good shots and 


their heavy guna were better than 
ours, for they used smokeless powder 
aud our batteries could not find them 
to sllencu their guno. They moro tbaa 
shelled our guns as well as tho firing 
line. They shot our balloon all to 
pieces. My troop was under the bal 
loon and about five hundred yaids 
Ahead of it and tho wsy shells went 
over us was no nong. 
When wo go 


to tho first wire focca they turned a 
small gun on us and cut many and a' 
every fence they fired volley utter vol- 
<oy at us but there was tio stop.
